machined the extension for the supercharger, installed the triple VW headlights, and 
set up the rear brake with dual Wilwood calipers and Lyndall composite rotor. Plus set 
up the foot clutch and jockey shift.

Since the project was 
now out in rod and 
custom heaven, it 
also got big bore 
pistons from CP 
Carrillo, Barnett 
cables, a seat from 
The Upholstery Zone, 
and chrome and 
polish from Meclec 
Metal Finishing.

inch CNC machined 

billet wheels. Tires? Whites Pit Stop in Indiana. An 
Aisin AMR300 supercharger from 

Japan, Weber 40 DCOE from Italy, tach and drive 





from India and alternator / ignition from Vape 
in Czechoslovakia all kept air freight forwarders busy. 


Naturally, the German engine received numerous 
goodies from its homeland, German. The oversized dry 
clutch is produced by Michael stuck. The NOS Wolfgang 
Kayser aluminum barrels, along with the Carrillo pistons, 
increase the displacement to a full 1/2 liter, 493 CCM. 
The lubrication system was enhanced to the 
specifications of Uli Sjebrasse. Ammon Technik provided 
a hot R3 cam and fresh rockerarm followers. The 
crankshaft got a complete rebuild by Prazisions 
Werkzeuge Buren with an extra main bearing. 





And so, when the blizzard of waybills, 
boarding passes and shipping invoices 
finally settled to the ground, the motorcycle 
you see here finally appeared. Our original
